LONDON—tThat another day has passed without a declara- 
tion of war by the Balkan states is the most important fact to be 
chronicled. It proves, at all events, some hesitation in face of the 
representations of the powers, for from a military point of view 
delay is distinctly in favor of the Turks. It is now admitted that 
Montenegro acted on her own initiative. 

The fighting on Thursday extended along the whole front 
from Berane to Podgoritza and developed heavily along the road 
from the latter place to Tuzi. As a result the mountain fort of 
Detchitch was captured with its guns. 

It is not likely that the frontier was strongly held, as the 
main Turkish concentration is in the direction of Uskub. The 
Montenegrin forc2s should be capable of forcing the Turkish posi- 
tion here, but they have no transport and serious opposition will 
come later on.

Nor are conditions substantially different when it comes to pro- 
tection of works of art, historic edifices and any form of tangible 
property that happens to be associated in a sentimental way with the 
finer aspects of human experience. .Custodians of museums of art, 
guardians of public property, protectors of parks, all have the same 
story to tell of necessary incessant vigilance lest by mutilation or 
theft the community suffer loss at the hands of both youth and adults. 
As a specimen of this vandalism take the case of the monument to 
the Pilgrims, standing back of the town of Plymouth, Mass., recently 
ericvously injured. by youth of the town. Local tradition and 
an intens:, ~*~! community life might have been trusted, so most 
persons would have argued, to rear a generation that would deem 
such acts sacrilegious. But the contrary seems to have been the fact. 

As to whether the trend of conduct, hinted at in what has been 
said already, is especially characteristic of American life today as 
contrasted with that of a century ag, is not the most important 
aspect of the matter. How can lawlessness and a motive of destruc- 
tiveness be checked? How can offenders be dealt with in a wav to 
make certain that no second offense shall follow? How can rev- 
erence for the ancient, the historic, the sentimentally inspiring and 
the beautiful, as they are found 1n connection with structures, monu- 
ments and other forms of the builder’s art, be aroused in youth? 
In answering such queries responsibility devolves upon parents as
